Official .tatl.tlcs of the foreign com- 
merce of the Philippines, complied by 
the bureau of Insular affairs, show 
also that this country figured In the 
Philippine export trade to the amount 
of $10,837,116, or 39 per cent, of the to- 
tal value, as against f 16.61 6.867 for 
the same period of the previous year. 

"Among the articles Imported Into 
the islands from the United States," 
says a statement from the Insular bu- 
bnau, "cotton goods showed the most 
marked Increase, the value during the 
latter period being 16.189.464. as 
$3,991,036 during the former, 
of more than 90 per cent 
"The total value of cotton cloths Im- 
ported into the Islands during the 
nine months ending March. 1913. waa 
$8,626,896. as compared with $6,880.- 
332 during the previous year. 

"Other commodities which figured 
In the Increase ln Importations were 
wheat, flour, automobiles, machinery, 
mineral oils and rice. 

"The Increase ln the value of rice 
importation, waa due entirely, how- 
ever, to the higher prices, as the quan- 
tity imported was .light?"/ less than 
during the previous year. The only 
notable decrease was In the Imports 
of cattle. 

• The United State, purchased hemp 
from the islands to the value of $10.- 
018,570, an Increase of $4,363,716 over 
the same period for the previous year. 
Approximately 80.000,000 cigars, with 
a value of $1,708,293, were exported to 
this country, which represents a mar 
terial increase. There was a reduc- 
tion in the value of sugar and copra 
exportation., particularly to the Unit- 
ed State., due principally, however, to 
reduced prices rather than to reduced 
production."

LEADS IN SUGAR CONSUMPTION. 

The per capita consumption of su- 
gar ln the United States it 76 9 pound* 
a year, according to the latest statis- 
tics compiled by the government ex- 
perts. Americans need not believe 
that they are the most sweet-toothed 
people, however, for tn the United 
Kingdom the per 
1. said to be 8«.4» 

These are some of the statistics 
contained ln a report by Y. J. Sherl 
dan. commercial agent of the bureau 
of foreign and domeatlc commerce, 
made public by Secretary of Com- 
merce Redfleld. 

The United States is the greatest 
augar conaumlng country ln the 
world, according to the report. It 
conaumes annually almoat one-fifth 
of the entire amount of susar pro- 
duced In the world. In 1909-10 it con- 
sumed 3,286.771 long tons, as com 
pared with 1.707.966 tons by the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. 1,199.389 tons by Russia 
and 1.116.316 tons by Germany, all 
other countries conbumtng less than 
1,000,000 tons each. The per capita 
consumption of the United States lu 
the same period was 79.9 pounds, 
which was the highest except that of 
the United Kingdom, which had an 
apparent per capita consumption of 
86 49 pounds, due to the Urge 
amounts used la fruit 
preserving for exnort.

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Disorderly negroes caused a reign 
of terror in Gracey Saturday night 
the net results being that one was 
killed and three others shot, one 
perhaps fatally. 

Early in the night Henry Dawson 
shot at Tom Allison but failed to hit 
him. Dawson kept out of the way 
of Marshal until late at nighr, when 
he came upon Allison in the rear of 
Wall's store and opening fire on him 
shot him in the leg. 

Two other negroes had a shooting 
bee in Main street, in the principal 
business section, during which Ar- 
thur Cravens was shot in the bowels 
and mortally wounded, dying during 
the night. Ed Thomas was also shot 
in the throat and after the shooting 
went home and went to bed. Soon 
afterwards Joe Cravens, a brother 
of Arthur, went to Thomas' house 
and breaking in shot him as he lay 
in bed. His two wounds make his 
condition serious and they may yet 
cause his death. During the same 
night a negro woman was shot and 
slightly wounded in a camp near 
Gracey by a man. their names not 
being learned. 

The night in Gracey was one of 
much disorder, a great deal of shoot- 
ing being done all over town.
